Model Neighborhood’s Area Residents 
Seeking Better Model Cities Leaders 


There is evidence that some Mode “Well, it must be said again, if. almost 


Cities leaders are discouraged and are 
expressing a negative view because 
only 9,547 residents took the time and 
exhibited enough interest to go to the 
polls last Saturday to cast ballots for 
candidates seeking seats in the Model 
Neighborhood Assembly. 

Though-the 9,547 figure is suspect, 
and could very well be inflationary, the 
position here is that if only 5000 area 
residents voted in the election, the ac- 
tivity shows tremendous interest in the 
Model Cities program. For these many 
people to collectively express concern 
about any kind of community effort, in- 
dicates thousands of citizens are solidly 
in-support of ‘the-Model..Neighborhood 
Assembly. 

In fact, the concern seems to be just 
the opposite of, what Lawrence Auls, 
assistant direétor of the Assembly, 
thinks. it-to-be.-He-is quoted as-saying 
“One interesting thing about the elec- 
tion is that there seerned to be a sense 
of helplessness expressed by a lot of 
people.” ‘ 

Auls is further quoted as saying 
“these people felt their votes wouldn't 
effectively save Model Cities programs 
from President Nixon’s budget cuts.” 


PUBLIC HEARING THREAT 


10,000 area residents voted to elect 
representatives to the Model’ Neigh- 
borhood Assembly, as Auls is reported 
to have said, then it is difficult to un- 
derstand just how much support 
and enthusiasm could possibly be ex- 
pected from the people. 

Model Cities citizens are well aware 
of the negative attitude being-expressed 
against poor whites and poor blacks by 


national, state and city administrations. 


Model Neighborhood Assembly area 
residents could care less about the likes 
of a Nixon. What they would like to see, 
however, is the day when their Model 
Cities representatives decide to stop 
crying, get up.off of their rears and start 
performing the kind of job expected of 
them. r 
Sure, Mayor Moody and associates 


are cutting the Model Cities budget and , 


chopping programs down. And they will 
continue to do it to a greater degree as. 
long gs they feel they can get away wit 
thé practice. -

According to the detec- 
tives, Chambers and Bays 
shot each other. Mrs. Davis, 
said to have been a close 
friend of Chambers, was shot 
by him with a bullet aimed for 
Bays, who was shot in the 
groin. He was reportedly 
removed from the critical list 
Tuesday at Grant Hospital. 

Homicide detectives gave 
the following account of the 
incident: F 

Chambers went to Mrs. 
Davis’ apartment shortly after 
§:30-p.n-tooking -for-his-com- 
mon law wife, Joan.Wright. 
He found several people, in- 
cluding Miss Wright, 
congregated in the apart- 
merit. 

« Chambers became involved 
in an argument with Bays af- 
ter accusing Bays and others 
of making fun of some of his 
relatives behind their backs. 

Chambers kicked Bays in 
the stomach, then Joan grab- 
bed him and persuaded him 
to leave Mrs. Davis’ apart- 
ment.

The manual states that 
secondary schoo! students 
transferrring for educational 
programs under the Plan will 
not be allowed to transfer for 
a full day unless the change

passed April 3 by the Board, 
enables students to take ad- 
vantage of programs and 
courses not offered in their 
home schools.

members believe it will have 
little measurable effect on the 
racial balance of the schools. 

The plan does not provide 
transportation for students 
transferring unger the volun- 
tary transfer plan for the pur- 
pose of racial. balance. 
However, it does state that 
“careful consideration will be 
given to identifying educa- 
tional programs for (voluntary 
transfer) students that will 
enable them to be trans- 
ported.” 

The manual states that any 
Columbus student-in-kinder— 
garten through 12th grade is 
eligible to apply for a trans- 
fer, which will be for a full 
day at the elementary level, 
except for most kindergarten 
programs which are half-day. 

At the secondary level, 
transfers may be for either a 
half-day or full-day, but full- 
day transfers will only be 


granted when they improve 
the racial. balance of the 
school to which the student 
is transferring. 

The manual defines tha 
programs and courses fof 
which students may seek 
transfers as those “that aré

alone and opened fire on 
Bays with -a .38 caliber 
revolver-in- the front room of 
the apartment. 

Mrs. Davis was struck in 
the abdomen by a stray bullet ~ 
from Chambers’ gun while 
standing behind Bays. 

Chambers apparently shot 
Bays before Bays grabbed a 
.32 caliber pistol and fatally 
Wounded him, police said. 

No charges were filed in 
the case and Tuesday a 
‘coroner's ruling of justifiable 
homicide closed the case, 
detective Tom Jones of the 
Homicide Squad told ‘the 
CALL & POST, had Cham- 
bers not died, he would have 
been charged with the death 
of Mrs. Davis, Jones said, 

In the meantime, about 24 
hours after the barroom 
killing, 49 year -old-Bennet 
Leon Greene, 405 S. Monroe 
Ave., surrendered at police 
headquarters on a first 
‘degree murder charge.

Program Due | 
Model Cities Area 


A unique reading program 
will soon become operational 
in ‘thie Model Cities area, with 
expansion later to other 
Columbus communities and 
industry, it was reported this 
week. 

The reading program will 
use handicapped persons - 
even the blind - to teach. il- 
literate adults to read. 

Developed and operated by 
the Effective Communica- 
tions” Development Institute, 
Inc., (ECDI), a nonprofit or- 
ganization, the program will 
be aimed at the 13 percent of 
American adults who are tied 
to menial jobs because they 
can't fill out an applitation, 
let alone handle a job that 
requires more advanced 
reading, explained Edward 
London, founder and director 
of ECOI. 

Handicapped _instructors 
need only a seventh grade 
reading ability to teach the 
course;London said. —_ 

ECDI is emphasizing using 

handicapped instructors._to 
create better rapport between 
student and teacher, Adults’ 
who did not attend school do 
not relate -to—books and 
college educated teachers, 
London explained. 

Each student will work with 
his instructor for a little more 
than an hour a day, five days 
a week. It takes about three 
months to raise the student's 
reading ability to fifth grade 
level, goal of the course, Lon- 
don said. 

“Emphasizing ‘bringing 
adults with severe reading 
problems up to a reading 
level where they can secure 
jobs or training previously 
closed to them, the technique 


used in this endeavor is a 
one-to-one form of learnin

“Less than 5% of all 
housing projects supported 
by” the focal’ HUD office is 
black. We think an_ in- 
vestigation. of HUD here 
would uncover a whole lot of 
ills.” 

Cates noted that fhe HUD 
office in Columbus handles 
all proposed housing ahd 
renewal projects throughout 
the state of Ohio. “it they can 
do this tous,” he said, 
“imagine what they've done 
to other proposed prdjects.” 

Cates said there are two 
teasons why HUD won't take 
a positive stand on minority 
housing projects. “One is 
that top officers in HUD are 
all acting directors,” he ex-

“These acting directors 
won't take any. action which 


might endanger their chan-- 


ces of a permanent position 
with HUD, or jeopardize their 
chances for promotion.”

Some 1700 inner city boys 
have discovered what may be 
the biggest bargain in town ... 
membership in the Salesian 
Inner City Boys’ Club. 

For $1 per year, boys 7 to 
18 can come to the club to

When the Salesian Society 
purchased the solid Knights 
of Columbus building at 80 S.

PART THREE 
LADY SINGS THE BLUES, 1920 

IF REVIEWS are correct the movie, “Lady Sings The 
Blues’’, is the hottest thing since the Chicago fire; and the 
performance of Diana Ross, in the Bily, Holiday Story, is 
reputed to be superb 

Much time has elapsed since the very first soul, sister 
was limelighted as an exciting songstress of the blues and 
recorded on wax, for pay. 

But to this very day the blues (in reality, vocal sounds os 
ten relating to misery and distress) still ride the crest of all— 


consuming wretchedness; and top dollar goes to those who ~ 


can best mitigate, in song, the nadir-enguifment of what is 
called the weary blues. 

. AT THE TIME when the blues were “born” the labor 
scale for the brothers of the Southland was $1.00 a day! And 
if you-were- black, you were blue - most of the time. 

“What Did | Do to Be So Black And Blue?", was what 
one song writer wanted to know. Remember? 

Most persons originally associated with the creation and 
early nurture of blue tunes have long ago crossed The Great 
Divide. Still, there are a few around who remember the 
pioneers who structured the mechanics of the blues idiom 
and left a heritage, rich int the history of unique en- 
tertainment. 

FOR THE PURPOSE here, one of the great | names of the 
blues culture is that of Mamie Smith and if that name tings a 
bell with you, then you are in my league - and Father Time 
has been, most hospitable to,both you and me. 

For those not familiar-with one of the most significant 
names related to the act and process of singing the bives, 
Mamie Smith was the first brown girl to make a commercial 
tecording! But the achievement was. not easy. 

Unlike artists today, whose careers are often launched 


MAMIE SMITH — 
by shrewd agents, Mamie Smith had no short-cuts. Her’s was 
hardship, all the way. 

TIME AFTER TIME ig recording companies (Victor and 
Columbia Records) refused to tést her talent on the theory 
that white America was not “ready” for recordings by sepia 
artists, particularly, singers of blues and jazz. 

Within the context of that very same premise do | well 
recall how long it took Joe Glazer (a white agent who con- 
sistently went to bat for Afro-American talent in the early 
1920's) to ‘‘sell’ Cab Calloway and his Hi-de-ho, his Saint 
James |nfirmary, and his Minnie The Moocher, to the radio 
media. 

The night it happeried | sat glued to my Atwater-Kent 
radio (and if you rememter Atwater-Kent, Brother, you've had 
it!) as Cab sent a humdinger over the air waves, entitled: “I'm 
Going To Chicago To Get My Ham Bone Boiled! Cause 
These New York Women.Are Letting My Ham Bone Spoil”. 

WHAT A-gas! Never in history had-anything so risque in- 
vaded the livingroormis of some of Manhattan's most staid 
domicites; And I’ve often wondered how many O'fays turned 
off their Atwater-Kents that night. 

After many disappointments Mamie Smith's perserver- 
ance finally paid off. Okeh Records elected to press two 
songs from her repertoire. Selected were, “That Thing Called 
Love" and “You Can't Keep A Good Man Down". Both made 
money, and it opened the door for artists of color. 

OFTEN, THE question arises among entertainers as to 
who was first to do this or that. For instance, the query might 
be: Who was the first female blues singer to have her voice 
put on wax, commercially? 

When this Question is asked the name “Ma” Rainey 
would often get the vote, while dissenters would nominate 
either Mamie Smith or Bessie Smith. it seems, however, that 
the-answer-should-comefrom_an: “authority” - one Perry 
Bradford, inasmuch as his band is on record as having recor- 
ded Miss Smith for Okeh Records in February, 1920. 

FURTHER, Mr. William O. Walker sin ‘of Cleveland 
Call & Post) who is a “walking encyclopedia” when it comes 
to the matter of who did what on the early entertainment 
scene, finds that Bessie Smith made her first recording in 
March, 1923. 


Consequently, "Ma" Rainey (though'probably one of the 


first popular blues singers of all time, having belted out the 
blues under canvass tents throughout the South as early as 
1915) has to be sandwiched in between 1920 and 1923, as 
one of the earliest of commercially recorded blues artists.

Of Black 
Mothers Work 


According to the U.S. 
Department of Labor's 
Bureau of Labor. Statistics, 
three times as many black 
children as white; make up 
_families where the father is 
absent, unemployed or out of 
the labor force, A 

The findings, published by 
the Bureau in the April issue 
of “Monthly Labor Review 
notes, that of families headed 
by women, 55-percent-of the 
white children as compared 
to 44 percent black, had 
working mothers. 

The author, Anne M. 
Young, attributes the differ- 
ences. to the fact-that there 
are more black pre-school 
children’ than white, which 
restricts wofk outside the 
home; of the Negro women 
who head house-holds, only 
one-third had at least a high 
school education compared 
to half of the white women, 
thus creating a partial barrier 
to employment for these 
women. 

The article notes however, 
in one respect there was no 
difference. Families headed 
by-- women, black; or white, 
have much lower incomes 
than those headed by men. 

But in families where the 
father and mother are 
present, 51 percent of the 
black children to 37 percent 
white, had working mothers. 
This is due to the fact that 
black women often have to 
help supplement the low ear- 
nings of their husbands, 
whereas most white 
husbands have better paying 
jobs.

Five respected Black business- 
men of Cleveland last week filed an 
application for a charter for a state 
bank with the Ohio Superintendent 
of Banks and the Federal 
Depositors Insurance Corporation 
The application requests a 
proposed capitalization of $2.5 
million dollars, and will carry. the 
name, First Bank and Trust. 
~ Because of the thorough pre-pre- 
paration Of the organizers, plus 
some- extraordinary cooperation 
and encouragement from the 
Greater Cleveland Growth Associa- 
tion and the Greater Cleveland 
Growth Corporation, approval of 

“the charter request.is virtually cer- 
tain, and when it is granted, the 
machinery is already under way to 
open.the bank.in.a downtown-area, 
to be followed later: by the 
establishment of one or-more bran- 
ches within the inner city. 

There is no question but that 
Black Clevelanders have the ability 
to support a full service bank con- 

_trolled by Black people, The un- 
answered question is will they? 

We think that the answer will be 
an emphatic yes, once Black Cleve- 
landers realize the impact that such 
a bank, under Black control, will 
have on their aspirations for 
respect and full citizenship. 

Black people have been success- 
ful’ in winning access to better 
housing,"better education, "and to 
better jobs over the years, but in 


one specific area they have thus far 
failed to break the barriers against 
them. A bank controlled by Blacks 
will, at long last, give them access 
to financing for business enter- 
prises. 

Investment funds are of vital:im- 
portance if existing-businesses are 
to expand and new businesses are 
to flourish in ghetto areas. Such 
funds are a basic ingredient in the 
culmination of the civil rights move- 
ment-a true economic break- 
through for our nation's minority 
groups. ; 

The proposed bank will not 
develop as an all-black operation. 
The organizers, logically, will make 
sure of experienced and trained 
bank personel at every level, with- 
out regard to*race or color. ~ 

Nevertheless, they will strive to 
establish black control by allowing 
both large and small investors in 
the black community an-opportunity 
to purchase stock. 4 

A great deal of effort has been 
‘exerted to train Black people’ for 
jobs, and many white business 
establishments’ have increasingly 
opened up opportunities for Blacks 
in middle management, but 
generally Black people have not 
been -afforded equity in our eco- 
nomic system, which is really what 
our struggle is all about. 

First Bank and Trust, it would ap- 
péar, Will represent, a spectacular 
breakthrough towards this goal.

Comedian Dick Gregory turned 
prophet in a Columbus speech the 
other night, and if one lets his pro- 
phecies run away with his imagina- 
tion, he'd-likely be- making arrange 
ments to get out of this country as 
fast as possible, 

Gregory, speaking at the annual 
dirmer meeting of the Columbus 
Metropolitan Area Committee Ac- 
tion Organization's. New Careers 
project at the Rhodes Building at 
the Ohio Exposition Center; pre- 
dicted that this country is heading 
for a devastating holocaust within 
the next two years, 

Like the Patriarch, Noah, Gregory 
prophesied that America will be 


» overcome by famine and floods and 


that after all the banks are closed, 
white folk will begin burning down 
our cities, . 

Speaking in a most serious vein, 
the nationally known’ comedian- 
philosopher cited “the —-recent 
dévastating floods which have 
reached a crisis stage from 
Southem Illinois to Lousiana, in 
stressing his point. He envisioned 
that with the topsoil of farmland 
washed away, the farmer will be 


unable to plant crops and reap a 
meaningful harvest, which will con- 
tribute to famine. 

Gregory reminded his audience 
that there were-non-believers when 
Noah warned them that it would 
rain 40 days and 40 nights and that 
all would be destroyed unless they 
came aboard his Ark. Americans, 
too,;-will-suffer-the-same-disastrous 
fate unless they heed his advice 
and physicial care of their bodies, 
he emphasized. 


Before going to the center for his 
address, Gregory went to Franklin 
Park where he jogged for awhile as 
part of the 15 miles he runs daily to 
stay in shape. He will continue to 
live daily on only a regimen of fruit 
juices until all hostilities cease in 
Southeast Asia, he said.

lf Gov. Gilligan was really leveling 
with the public when he said that for- 
mer Gov. James A: Riiodes is the one 
he would tear the most.as.his. opponent 
in next year's gubernatorial race, a 
decision of the Ohio Supreme Court 
last week probably left him trembling in 
his boots. The Democratic Governor 
reportedly made such a statement in a 
television interview in Cleveland some- 
time ago. 

The high court, in a 5 to 2 majority 
vote, ruled that Rhodes is not ban- 
ned from seeking a third term as gover- 
nor of Ohio, The court decision cleared 
up thé Constitution provision which 
prohibits governors from serving more 
than two consecutive terms, 

The» court, in the decision handed 
down by Chief Justice C. William 
O'Neill, stated that the Constitutional 
Amendment “Permits persons to serve 
as many four year terms as they are 
able-to achieve, 86 long as not more 

—than-two-of them-are sought to be. ser- 
ved successively. 

“This interpretation- permits, asthe 
language now clearly allows, the ser- 
ving of any number of successive terms 
So_long.as met more than two of them 
are four years. in duration." 

The court thus cleared the way for 
the man Gilligan pretends to fear the 
most, to hit the comeback trial for a 
third 'term as Governor. Of course. he 
must first get.past the primary election 
next spring, but all things considered, 
this is not likely to be too high of a hill 
tor Rhodes to climb. 

Immediately after learning of the 
eagerly awaited ruling, Rhodes an- 
nounced that The Supreme Court of 
Ohio has:spoken and | shc'l be a can- 
didate for -election” as Governor of 
Ohio.”

4 Court OK’s Rhodes To Run 


With Rhodes taking on Gilligan, the 
1974 gubernational contest promises to 
be one of the “most -exciting and 
bruising campaigns to.be.conducted.in 
Ohio for many years. 

Sen. M. Morris Jackson of Cleveland 
apparently gave in under pressure from 
backers of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment (ERA) and had the controversial 
proposal resurrected from the dead, 
only to be killed again. 

Jackson, the only black member of 
the Senate Insurance and Elections 
Committee, presented the necessary 
motion to raise’ the bill (reconsider- 
ation) from its grave where it was 
buried by a 6 to 3 vote three weeks ago. 
But. before it could fill its lungs with 
life-serving fresh air, it was mauled to 
death ,again, and immediately rein- 
terred, this time for keeps, by a 5 to 4 
vote. 

Although Jackson failed in his bid for 
revival of the measure which was 
_passed earlier in the House 54-40, he 
apparently regained the respect. and 
confidence of the thousands of Ohio 
women who were pushing the amend- 
ment with herculean force. His effort 
also may have taken some of the heat 
off Gov. Gilligan, for Jackson offered” 
the reconsideration motion, after con- 
ferring with His Honor. 

Rep. William Mallory (D-Cincinnati) 
engineered the passage of a bill 
through the House last week designed 

to. provide furloughs to prisoners. 
Mallory, assistant majority House 
Leader, got the bill passed by an 83-9 
majority. 

Under provisions of the measure, 
some prisoners would be allowed to 
make brief trips home for business, 
funerals, job hunting, or just a family 
visit. Mallory -said similar liberalized 
programs have been more than 95 per 
cent successful in other states with 
such_a_law.

What happened in Cleveland last 
week, when a gang of juvenile 
hoodiums, under the leadership, and 
motivation of adults, wrecked the 
Model Cities office and, the office of 
Hope, is symptomatic of a serious 
problem that exist, in Negro areas of 
many of our big urban centers today.

Already the continued bickering over 
practically everything Model Cities is 
engaged in, has cost Cleveland and, 
especially the Model Cities area, over 
$37 million. Since Model Cities 
programs will be phased out in 1974, 
this huge sum of money is now com- 
pletely lost. :

A serious mistake was made” in the 
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To claim a smashing victory for the 
Cuyahoga County Democratic Party on 


the basis of the election returns 
Showing the defeat of the effort to 
reduce the City of Cleveland Council 
from 33 to 15 members is, to say the 
least, unduly optimistic. 

Such a conclusion infers that the 
contest was a partisan measure, with 
the majority of Republicans voting for 
Council reduction andthe majority of 
Democrats voting against it, This was 
not the case.

The ‘Missing Americans’ 


In the eyes of the Federal govern- 
ment, there are 1,800,000 Black 
Americans who do not officially exist. 
These are the people the Census 
Bureau now admits it failed to count in 
the 1970 Census. 

They represent some 7.7 per cent of 
the black population compared to the 
1.9 per cent of the white population that 
went uncounted. The statistics, only 
recently released by the government, 
come as no real surprise to those 
familiar with the workings of the 
Bureau, 

The late Whitney M. Young warned, 
as the 1970 Census got underway, that 
the procedures were defective and 
large numbers of Blacks would not be 
counted. The concern was grounded in 
the pragmatic reasoning that since 
population figures are used to deter- 
mine the allocation of many Fedéral 
programs and Congressional seats, it 
was important that Blacks be counted 
accurately. 

A slight improverient over the 1960 
Census when the Black undercount 
was eight per cent, did occur in 1970, 
but the Black figures are~still too far 
wide of the mark to be acceptable. The 
fault, | believe, lies not: in the un- 
willingness of Blacks to be counted, 
but with the Census Bureau itself. 

Consider this. It mailed out question- 
naires that did not have the names of 
the heads of households on them so 
that they could easily "be mistaken for 
“junk mail.” The heavy use of the mails 
ignored the fact that in many ghetto 
dwellings, mailboxes are defective or 
non-existent. 

There was a high turn-over among 
the interviewers because of late 
paychecks and other poor working con- 
ditions. Poor morale existed because of 
the. patronage. hiring system, especially 
on the supervisory levels where Blacks 
were under-fepresented. 

Primarily, however, the innovations 
the Bureau introduced in 1970 failed to 
work effectively in inner-city areas, 
because minority groups were not ac-

Watergate Reflects 


Most people in this country are not 
prepared nor willing to accept the fact 
that the United States is advancing 
rapidly-towards a facist-lke— regime. 
Watergate, as horrendous as it might 
bé, is just one manifestation of facist- 
like tactics which have come to the sur- 
face, Beneath the surface is a whole 
network of spying, counter-spying and 
all forms of intelligence. 

One of the first steps towards facism 
is the complete control over in- 
telligence operations that are legal. But 
what is always necessary for any party 
or group of men who seek unlimited 
power, is to develop an unlimited, 
iNegal network of spy operations. To do 
this, one must already have access or 
control over the normal, legal spy 
operations. The legal compliments 
the illegal until people can make no 
real distinctions or even care to, 

So far, as in the Watergate incidence, 
people are making real distinctions bet- 
ween what are legal and illegal 
operations. But those who planned it, 
tried to justify it and are implying that to 
have planned the Watergate affair, must 
have been in the “national interest.” 

“National interest’ is an old 
euphenism to rationalize and justify 
spying, bugging, informing, stealing, 
etc. It is used to justify even a war,

The Bureau has now taken the 
position that the official population 
figures cannot be adjusted to account 
for those who went uncounted, and that 
these incorrect figures must be used for 
the next ten years. 

if this decision is not challenged, the 
results are predictable, For the next 
decade, billions of dollars that should 
flow into beleaguered and exhausted 
cities through revenue sharing and’ 
numerous other funding allocations 
based on head counts, will be irrevoc- 
ably lost. 

Short-changed in funds rightfully due 
them, cities will find it increasingly dif- 
ficult to: ‘cope ~ with their crushing 
problems. 

Given these factors, it is unfair to 
ignore almost two million Black 
Americans, as well as several million 
white Americans, for another ten years, 
another census, and perhaps a more 
accurate count of the people in this 
natian. 

Corrective action js needed now. 
With the present inadéquate local Cen- 
sus data it may not be practical at this 
time to make adjustments for political 
apportionment. However, it is not dif- 
ficult at all to make immediate correc- 

ations for the purpose of financial 
allocations to localities, 

Just as one poverty standard is used 
throughout the country regardless of 
the local variations in the costof tiving, 
| can see no réason why one hational 
standard of.the undercount cannot be 
used to correct population figures for 
allocating funds. 

White and black population figures in 
every locality across the country could 
be automatically increased by-two per 
cent and eight. per cent, respectively. 
These corrected figures.would be used. 
as the basis for the allocation of funds, 

Congress should take. immediate 
steps to insure that the ‘correct 
population figures are used as the 
basis for the distribution of Federal 
funds. Only in this way can localities 
receive the economic assistance to 
which they are entitled.

Facism. does: not come into power by 
men known-as-hoodiums, It-comes into 
power by the most respectable and by 
men who seem to have impeccable 
characters; men of integrity. But as the 
citizenry becomes more and more 


vulngrable to. the image. of their “in--~

It 
must become™a ‘point of view. which 
believes that if anything is to survive, It 
can only be entrusted to a select few. 
Only a select group can save America, 
therefore, only a few can have power 


and control, The assumption js that — 


there is something wrong with a par- 
ticular nation, Facism cannot arise in a 
healthy and stable nation. Facism 
arises in the midst of a social and 
politically decadent nation. 


fa nation is expansionistic and im- 
perialistic, it needs a leadership which 
can guarantee its control over other 
nations; if a nation has become ex- 
tremely technological in its economy, it 
needs a leadership which can 
rationalize unemployment and justify 
eliminating mifiorities from any con- 
sideration..of major-importance to the 
survival of a nation. 

And if these conditions prevail, which 
they do, then it is important to limit 
power and control to just a trusted few. 
And then it is important to keep on top 
of those who may contend for that 
power. To do these things it is 
ecessary to employ facist tactics as 
was indicative in the Watergate affair 
and in many-others not yet known or 
revealed.

Racism In Lottery Feared 


Will skulduggery set in? Will black 
districts be gerrymandered out of the 
areas where the lottery wins will hit? 
That-can happen in a very discret way. 
Now, the lottery tickets will be sold at 
state stations like liquor in state stores 
and, maybe, the lottery tickets will be 
sold in the state liquor stores, It would 
be an economic action, you see, saving 
rent and extra salesmen personnel. 

Now if the 50 cents or dollar lottery 
fickets are to be sold in separate stores, 
black people can buy anywhere. Would 
that assure a‘black of a chance to win? 
Not necessarily, for whites have a 
clever way of segregating what is to be 
sold to blacks. 

» ,One cannot conceive the state of 
Ohio stooping sb low as to discriminate 
against the blacks as winners Of lottery 
tickets, but the lower income class of 
whites, who will get in on the ground 
floor in the operation setup, there may 
“well be just that plot. 

This caution is introduced at this time 
because skulduggery has worked so of- 
ten against the blacks in identifying 
blacks from whites. | remember a Civil 
Service examination being given for 
special holiday work at the local Post 
Office some years ago. The 
examinations were monitored by old 
white men, obviously of the lower in- 
come class. 

| watched the bums put Negro 
examination answers_in one pile and 
whites’ in another -- guess what? When 
| asked persons.if they got ap- 

‘ pointments they answered “No.” They 
didn't get appointed. Skulduggery to 
keep black workers from getting extra 
work, 


Another side glance. Why must black 
areas have special zip codes, and | 
mean those code districts are en- 
cumbered by the black population only. 
Why? Such info is valuable to whites in 
some way — white merchants, white em- 
Ployers especially, who might receive 
an application in the mail. See what is 
meant by skulduggery? | 

Now it is possible that the valuable 
information to racists who know where 
the blacks are, can be available to the 


a 


salesmen of lottery tickets and black 
man's luck can be cut down to a drip. 
This infers that they might hardly ever 
get into-the blind selector's turning 
wheel. 

Remember that great radio show, 
“Stop the Music’? Those promoters 
knew where to funnel the phone calls. 
Certain phone exchanges of those days 
pinpSinted black masses locations. 

The possibility of favoritism in the 
state lottery is mentioned now on the 
ground floor so that the black people 
can sharpen up our detecting sen- 
sitivity to try now to get around our not 
being eligible forthe grand money wins 
in lottery. 


We want in and deserve to be coun- 
. ted in, because a big hunk of the lottery 
take will come out of black people's 
pockets. Now with that low income 
“poor” white man officiating, very little 
if any of the money will go back into the 
black man's pocket. 
| speak of that “poor” white man 
because he composes that soft un- 
derbelly management that has control 
of things where tricks really go on in 
race relations. He is not conducive to 
any fairness where “Mr. Black Man" is 
connected. 


When lottery is full started and we 
black people find ourselves on the 
short end, no -use running to the 


NAACP..nor any other places com. = 


plaining. Let's set ourselves in such a 
way that we get:things-straight-on the 
ground floor structure. There ought to 
be some very bright blacks, not the 
“Yes, sir" type, but men sensitive to the 
whites’ —-subtieties, to~ insist that” fair 
chances exist for blacks as well-as 
whites in drawings. 


*~ This whole discussion, "Much-ADO

High Blood Pressure Knows No Age 
But Has Sex And Color Preference 


Pediatricians may soon be 
taking blood pressure 
readings a routine part of 
physical examinations. 

Although high blood 
pressure is usually found in 
persons over 19 years old, 
children with a family history 
of essential hypertension are 
at increased risk of develop- 
ing the condition, James L 
Reynolds, MD, President. of 
the Louisiana Heart 
Association, reports. 

There is increasing 
evidence that essential hy- 


~pertension is set in child- 


hood, perhaps during the first . 
two years of life, or even 
before birth, according to an 
article by Dr. Reynolds in a 
recent issue of The Journal of 
the Louisiana State Medical 
Society. 

“It cannot yet definitely be 
said that it does begin in 
childhood,” he says, but con- 
cludes that “blood pressure 
measufement should, indeed, 
be a routine part of childhood 
physical examination.” 

Most researchers agree 
that high blood pressure runs 
in families and that nerédity 
is a major determinant. of 
essential hypertension. 

Sex and race factors in- 
fluence the development of 
the disorder. « 

More women have it, but it 
is more severe in men. 

“tt is—the-~-major-~heaith 
problem. faced by black 
Americans, says Jeremiah 
Stamler, MD, professor and 
chairman of the department 
“of medicine at Northwestern 
University, Chicago. One 
hundred out of every 500 
blacks Wave high” blood 
pressure. 

More. blacks die from hy- 
pertension and its complica- 
tions than from sickle cell 
anemia. 

High blood pressure, or hy- 
pertension as it is called 
medically, was declared a 
significant public health 
problem in the United States 


at a National Conference on 
High Blood Pressure 
Education held in Washing- 
ton, D.C., earlier this year. 

About one in every seven 
Americans, an estimated 23 
million persons, have high 
blood pressure, Of this num- 
ber, about 11 million don't 
know they have it. Less than 
one-fifth of the total number 
are receiving adequate treat- 
ment. 

Hypertension is a chief 
contributor to stroke, heart 
attack, and kidney failure — 
diseases that will kill more 
than 90,000° Americans ‘in 
1973, the American Heart 
Association emphasizes. “A 
man whose blood pressure is 
over 150 systolic -has twice 
the risk of heart attack and 
four times the risk of stroke 
as one whose blood pressure 
is under 120 systolic,” the 
AHA states. 

Approximately 85 per cent 
of all elevated blood pressure 
cases are diagnosed as 
“essential hypertension” — 
that is, persistent elevated 
readings which cannot be at- 
tributed to any specific 
organic cause. 

Some medical authorities 
believe that the disorder may 
stem from “abnormal 
irritability of the central ner- 
vous system.” Others have 
suggested that some malfun- 
ction of the kidneys or certain 
endocrine glands may be in- 
volved. 

Obesity is considered-a risk 
factor, and if present, “should 
be treated." 

Too much salt in the diet 
can cause blood pressure to 
sise, and according to a-hy- 
pertension specialist, is a 
particular risk factor when 
the major determinant is 
present, that of a family 
history of the problem. 

Fatigue and undue stress 
appear to be contributing fac- 
tors, too.

The Cleveland Department 
of Public Health today issued 
@ warning that the consump- 
tion of undercooked pork or 
pork products may be hazar- 
dous and result is’ a. very 
serious. disease, trichinosis. 

Boyd T. Marsh, ~Deputy 
for 
Environmental--Heatth Ser- 
vices, today stated that 
Cleveland has the ~ highest 
incidence of trichinosis in the 
entire country. One survey 
indicated that over 4% of the 
Cleveland population has, at 
one time, been inflicted with 
trichinosis. Many mild cases, 
which remain: unrecognized, 
could raise this figure sub- 
stantially. 

Tfichinosis is a disease 
which attacks the body's 
muscle system. The small 
parasites or worms, 
“trichina;”+ work their way 


heart to work harder and may 
‘lead to heart enlargement 
and eventually to heart 
failure 

“Since treatment of. proven 
effectiveness is available for 
hypertension, there certainly 
is a need to help people 
discover they have it,” ’ Dr.

FAMINE, DEPRESSION IMMINENT;

“The responsibility for the 
Watergate goes upstairs to 


the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA),”’ charged 
America’s lean and 


ubiquitous, 41-year-old moral 
arbiter last Thursday evening 
at the CMACAO New Careers 
first annual dinner. 

Dick Gregory, former 
comedian and long-time ac- 
tivist for human rights, told a 
banquet audience of over 800 
that whatever precipitated 
Watergate, also sponsored 
the shooting of Alabama 
Governor George: Wallace 
and planned an assassination’ 
that. forced. San - Diego to 
withdraw its proposal to hold 


the Republican convention in 


tha® city. 

What was. ironic about the 
Watergate, he said, was that 
the young black security 
guard who caused the 
burglars to be apprehended, 
did not want to wofk as a 
security guard the 
Watergate building. However, 
Gregory continued, Nixon 
had cut funds that would 
have allowed him to go to 
school and the young man 
resumed his night work at the 
Watergate building and 
unknowingly caught the con- 
spirators and forced Nixon to 
take the responsibility for the 
biggest scandal to break in 
the White House. 

“America is headed for the 
damndest depression . . . we 
are at the brink of the dam- 
nedest depression and the 
damnedest famine,” warned 
Gregory. - 
»-One.of the indicators.ot the. 
imminent economic upheaval 
is the continued devaluation 
of U.S. currency, he ex- 
plained. He predicted that 
America will recall all of the 
green dollar bills and issue 
the worthless red currency 
which he says has already 
been printed. 

Gregory further suggested 
that passengers at airports 
are not only being elec- 
tronically frisked for 
weapons, but for possible 
large quantities of currency 
that they may be trying to 
sneak out of the country. 
“Banks are going to close,” 
cautioned Gregory. There's a 
different mentality in 1973 
than in 1929, he added. 
Because of this different 
mentality, he predicts that the 
trauma_of.seeing..the. banks 
closed will induce mass 
hysteria’ resulting in the bur- 
ning of every major city t to the 
ground. 

He emphasized that jt will 
be the whites who will ignite 
the cities because he 
speculated -that whites are 
“crazier” than blacks: Blacks 
burn down their neigh- 
borhoods, but whites will 
raze the entire city. 

Gregory joined many 
distinguished citizens who at- 
tended the affair to pay 
tribute to the staff and 
students of CMACAO's New 
Careers, an on the job 
training program started at

OSU in 1969. 

Eddie Parks, director of 
New Careers, said the 
program has serviced 354 
students since its inception. 
Of 354 students, 204 have 
completed a two year 
academic program, 88 have 
pursued a 4-year degree, and 
33 have matriculated for 
bachelors degrees. 

Parks figures brought thun- 

» derous applause when he an- 
nounced that 15 of 
enrollees who received 
bachelors degrees did not 
have a high school diploma 
when: they started the new 
careers program. In addition, 
Parks reported six graduates 
are doing post-baccalaureat 
study and ene is a Ph.D. can- 
didate. > 

Emphasizing how this vital 
training program has created 
new life-styles for many 
graduates and brought hope 
to the families, of many, 
Parks said 75% of the 
enrollees have three children 
or more. Nevertheless, the 
drop-out rate is only 10%, he 
said. 

The executive director of 
CMACAO, Curtis Brooks, 
referred to the city’s response 
to some of the financial 
problems’ facing hise#anti- 
poverty vehicle -and tes 
Brown quipped that if seems 
odd that now the city cannot 
suppress its exuberant desire 
to do for blacks what they've

Prior to the dinner, Gregory 
spoke to reporters about the 
seriousness of the Watergate 
caper last summer and 
catalogued two advantages 

“esulting from the affair. 

“Anytime nobody questions 
justice, but everyone is 
hooked up with law and or- 
der, chaos prevails," Gregory 
explained. He compared the 
law and order zealots to the 
Hitlerized zombies of the thir-

ties and forties. He pronoun- 
ced doom’ whenever one 
group creates negative forces 
against. another group. 
Inevitably, it will boomerang 
and choke the instigator, he 
said. 

Another positive result of 
Watergate was that one man, 
Judge Sirica, was the only 
person in'a nation of 200 
million people who would not 
let the affair be whitewashed. 

“If they end the war and 
Start: another one- the next 
day,.|'ll go to a restaurant and 
eat till the war is over,” 
Gregory joked-in response to 
the question of whén he will 
terminate his fast. For two 
years Gregory has excluded 
solid foods from his diet and 
concentrated on liquids. 

In an address resembling a 
musical?::... composition, 
Gregory moved from the 
light, vivacious free-flowing 
Political jokes to in-depth 
societal analysis and finally 
to quiet predictions. of 
sweeping natural disasters 
and-economic disruption. 

He indicated if People un- 
derstood nature, ‘they could 
foresee that within two to 18 
months something terrible is 
going to-happen to this coun- 
try.” 

Within three years, 80% of 
us will be dead, he Continued. 
America is headed for a 
depression, major cities will 
be burned and a famine will 

— ensue. ~~ 

These disasters. will hap- 
pen because America has 
violated nature and nature, in 
turo,.will violate. the.country, 
He illustrated his remarks by 
pointing to the volcano that 
erupted in the artic and 
heated the surrounding water 
to over 100 degrees, 
fahrenheit, rendering it im- 
possible for U.S.. ships to 
remain in the Waters.
